Musical Lyric 


Composer Dies 


Oscar Him m erstcin 
Is Killed by Cancer 


D O YLESTO W N , Pa. (A P )—Os­ 


car Hammerstem II, whose ma­ 
gic lyrics have brought laughter 


and tears to Americans for 40 


years, died of stomach cancer to­ 
day at the age of 65. 
His death at his beloved coun­ 
try home of Highland Farm s, far 
from the glitter of Broadway, end­ 
ed one of the brightest careers in 
theatrical history. 
The big gentle man who penned 
the words of such songs as “ O 
Man River,” "W h o ?” "The Last 
Time 
I 
Saw 
Paris,” 
"W hen 
I 
Grow Too Old to Dream ,” "Only 
Make Believe,” "Some Enchanted 
Evening” 
and "Ju n e Is 
Bustin’ 
Out All Over,” died shortly after 
midnight. 
His lyrical gilt helped fashion 
a brilliant string of musical shows 
that have become popular clas­ 
sics, from "Rose M arie,” "The 
Desert Song,” and "Show boat,” 
down 
t h r o u g h 
"Oklahom a.” 
"South Pacific,” "The King and 
I ” and currently the Broadway 
smash "The Sound of Music.” 
Since 
his 
collaboration 
with 
composer 
Richard 
Rodgers 
in 
1942, the names of the two men 
have become a theatrical tradi­ 
tion. 
Asked once what he deemed the 
most profound change in modern 
musical theater, song writer Cole 
Porter, 
a 
musical giant in his 
own right, replied: "Rodgers and 
Hammerstein.” 
There first effort was "Okla- 
home!” When the curtain rose on 
that show in March 1943, it took 
Broadway by storm. 


Critics 
and 
drama 
historians 
alike hailed it as a turning point 
in theater, a fresh integrated pro­ 
duction 
that 
kicked 
traditional 
musicals into the discard. 
"Oklahoma ” ran on Broadway 
for five years and nine weeks— 
an all-time record for a musical. 
It became something of a folk­ 
lore 
itself and 
inspired 
a new 
achoo! of musical shows.

In Africa 


P A R IS (A P ) — Modibo Keita, 
premier of the Mali Federation 
has appealed for immediate U.N. 
help 
to block 
secession of the 
West 
African 
state 
of 
Senegal 
from the infant federation. 
The appeal, sent through Presi­ 
dent Sekou Toure of Guinea, ac­ 
cused France of failing to provide 
troops to preserve the union of 
Senegal and the former French Su­ 
dan. Keita. who is also premier of 
Sudan, called for an emergency 
meeting of the Security Council. 
Word of Keita’s appeal was re­ 
layed by a Soviet correspondent 
in Guinea and broadcast by Mos­ 
cow radio. U N. headquarters in 
New York said that up to Monday 
night it had not received any di­ 
rect request for U.N. action. 
Prem ier Mamadou Dia of Sene 
ga, who was also vice premier of 
the Mali Federation, proclaimed 
Senegal’s independence from the 
federation Friday after a struggle 
for power with Keita. 
The latter, seeking to colsolidate 
his power before the presidential 
election, had dismissed Dia from 
the vice premiership. But with Da­ 
kar the capital of both the federa­ 
tion 
and 
Senegal, 
police 
and 
troops in the port city were loy­ 
al to the Senegal premier. Keita 
was put under house 
arrest 
and 
then sent off to the neighboring 
Sudan by train. 
Dia was expected in Paris to­ 
day to talk with President Charles 
de Gaulle about the rupture. De

there was no word he would come.

Powers Family Bids Farewell 


To Prison-Bound U.S. U2 Pilot 


MOSCOW (A P )—Barbara

ers put on a bright yellow dress 
today and had a farewell talk with 
her imprisoned husband, U2 pilot 
Francis Gary Powers. 


They 
met 
at

preme Court building. 
A 
little 
earlier, 
his 
parents, 
Oliver W. and Ida Ford Powers, 
spent a last sad hour with their 
son who has been sentenced to 
IO years’ detention for espionage. 
Neither parents nor wife were 
able to speak with newsmen when 
they emerged. They were 
a1 ob­ 
viously overcome with emotion. 
When 
Barbara 
came out 
she 
shielded her face with her hand. 
Her mother, Mrs. Monteen Brown 
of Milledgeville, Ga., ran inter- 
frence for her as she dashed to 
a limousine for the drive back to 
the hotel. 
This was the first time since 
her arrival in Moscow that B a r­ 
bara had worn a bright color. She 
did so today because her husband 
likes her in yellow. 
Powers sent word to his father 
to "please bring money’’ to their 
last meeting so that the flier can 
buy 
cigarettes 
and other 
small 
items in jail. Powers also said he 
could use a watch. His own watch 
was forfeited to the Soviet state 
treasury under the terms of his 


sentence 
along 
with other val­ 
uables he had when captured. 


"M y watch only 
cost $49 50,” 
the elder Powers told newsmen, 
"but it s a good watch. It cannot 
compare with the one he had, but 
I am mighty proud to give it to 
him.”

Every President is a s s u m e d to be 


a c u t e l y aw are of what his place will be in 
history, Most of them have studied the rec­ 
ords of their predecessors for whatever 
value they might have in making their own 
decisions. But the last three White House 
occupants expressed unconcern ov er what 
history had in store for them. 
When a proposal to write an official bi­ 
ography cam e to rum. Franklin Roosevelt 
scoffed: “ Let’s wait a hundred years.” 
H a rry Truman, coming unprepared to the 
great responsibility, took the attitude that 
the work was his to do. he did it and let 
history make the appraisals. 
Asked the other da\ at a news confer­ 
ence how he felt about his place in his­ 
tory, President Eisenhower replied: 
“ My place in history will be decided by 
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historians, and they will probably give 
consideration to these years and to the war 
y e a rs—what they think they deserve—and 
then they will m ake a conclusion. I don’t 
think I will be around to differ with th e m .” 
There’s not much more to be said. A 
President does his duty as he sees it and 
then he belongs to the ages. Whether the 
later record is weighted with w a rm th . 
coldness or indifference, the actor on the 
stage can have little foreknowledge

Food-for-Peace Bandwagon 


One of the phenomena of the current 
election campaign is that everybody seems 
to be trying to run with the food-for-peace 
ball. 
Just a few days ago. after meeting with 
President Eisenhower, Vice President Nix­ 
on said that one of the two main topics of 
discussion with the President was “the 
need to expedite the President s own food- 
for-peace proposal.” 
Earlier Nixon revealed during the cam ­ 
paign in North Dakota that the President 
had planned to propose “ a United Nations 
pool of surplus food” at the summit con­ 
ference torpedoed so rudely 
b y Khrush­ 
chev. 


Vice Presidential candidate Lodg* said 
recently that in his concentration on for­ 
eign policy, the food-for-peace program 
would be cut in for attention. 
But the Democrats a l r e a d y have a 
strong footing in this area. Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey has suggested increases to the 
basic 1954 food-for-peace law. at least once 
a year. And there have been many others. 
Come to think of it, the whole idea did 
not begin with any of the leading current 
politicians. It seems to have originated in 
Henry Wallace's “ ever-normal g ran ary ” 
concept of 20 years or so ago. But perhaps 
tile candidates do not want to be reminded 
of this.

In Radioactive Woste 


WASHINGTON 
(A P)—Archeol­ 
ogist!*, 
operators 
of

and even tunnel-digging kids need 
have no fears of accidentally un­ 
earthing 
dangerous 
radioactive! 
w astes 
buried 
underground 
in 
‘‘atom ic cem eteries.” 
All four present burial grounds 
for such nuclear garbage are in 
carefully fenced-in 
and guarded 
properties of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. They are located at 
Oak 
Ridge. 
Term.; 
Hanford, 
W ash.; Arco, Idaho; and Savan­ 
nah River, S.C. 
And all future sites, including 
possibly IO or more regional sites 
in various parts of the country, 
will 
be 
on federally owned or 
state-owned property. Regulations 
call for close inspection and con­ 
trol to assure against any unau­ 
thorized digging in these hot-spot 
areas. 
A further precaution is designed 
to protest employes at such sites 
against inadvertently digging into 
dangerous areas. The most dan­ 
gerous kinds of buried waste are 
not only dumped into deep holes, 
but they're also covered by eight 
inches of concrete. 
The AEC says its aim is to have 
strict federal or state control over 
such 
areas 
for 
.‘‘hundreds 
of 
years.” 
The kinds of radioactive waste 
being buried, or to be buried in 
the future, on land are known as 
‘‘solid’' 
wastes—as 
distinguished 
from wastes in liquid or gaseous 
forms. 
The solid wastes—characterized 
by low or medium levels of radio 
activity—consist of such things as 
contaminated 
machine 
turnings 
and other equipment. Also, con­ 
tam inated trash, such as a piece 
of linoleum that might be contam ­ 
inated by a ‘‘spill” of radioactive 
bot-stuff in a laboratory. 
The most dangerous of all types 
of radioactive wastes are certain 
iiquid-form 
wastes 
which result 
chiefly from the chemical protea 
sing of reactor products. These 
w astes are extremely radioalive 
and therefore are handled by a 
so-called 
“ containment” 
method 
rather than by actual disposal. 
These wastes arc stored in huge 
underground tanks having capaci­ 
ties up to a million gallons or 
more. And all such tanks are on 
closely guarded AEC properties.

one, Botula said, but he encoun­ 
tered his wife and they quarreled 
They were heard by the four 
Uhlmann children, who have told 
police of seeing their father in the 
house. 
After the slaying—by knoting a 
nylon stocking around his wife’s 
throat — Uhlmann met the cab 
driver and rode to the bus depot, 
Botula said. He rode a bus to 
Cleveland, Ohio, where he caught 
a plane to Memphis, Tenn., and 
then on to Little Rock.

In 1930, there were 5,116, cases 
of smallpox in the state. And

1918, there were more than 10,000. 
But for nearly a decade now, no 
cases of smallpox have been report­ 
ed.

AS FOR diphtheria, there w e r e 
17,847 cases reported in 1921, the 
peak year of the century. That 
same year the diseases claimed I, 
075 lives. But in 1958, 14 cases were 
reported, with three Lives lost. 
Comparable figures could be pro­ 
duced for polio, tetanus, and whoop’ 
mg cough (pertussis). 
These dram atic reductions have 
been due, in large measure, to the 
widespread practice of immunizat­ 
ion. Public health authorities agree 
that if immunization were aband­ 
oned (Heaven forbid!(, THESE DLS 
eases would return — again taking 
hundreds, thousands of lives. 
That immunization really works 
was shown a few short years ago 
in the polio epidemic in Chicago. 
In the epidemic areas, all too few 
of the children had had polio shots. 
The epidemic’s back was broken, 


however, when m ass immunization 
was undertaken. 
To be 
absolutely 
certain oar 
children are 
protected 
against 
dangerous disease, the Ohio Leg­ 
islature in the 1959 session enact­ 
ed a law requiring that proof of 
immunization be 
presented be­ 
fore a child enters school. 
The compulsory 
immunization 
law went mto effect with the open 
ing of the school year last Septem­ 
ber. 
Nowadays, most children are im­ 
munized by their family physicians, 
beginning shortly after birth. This 
is important because infants a n d 
small children do not have ad­ 
equate defenses against disease. 
So if your children have not been 
immunized against disease, t h e 
time to start is now.
